The nose begins as a simple air tube 
leading to the larynx, and thence to the 
lungs. From it several by-passages. lead 
off.

Valentine D. Weaver, former presi- 
dent of the bank and a co-defendant 
with Walb, who pleaded guilty and 
turned state’s evidence, was sentenced 
to 2% years in Leavenworth. 

$81,000 in Forged Paper.
